ENRIETTA street, Dublin,- in 1814, 

‘though shorn of -some of its resi- 
dential grandeur by the transfer to West- 
minster of the Irish Parliament, stil] 
maintained the severe dignity which 
aristocratic association bestows, and. still 
boasted a fair proportion of titles among 
the occupants of its stately mansions. 

The Dublin Directory of round about 
Union days was an emphatic putter of 
people in their places, and its pages per- 
mittéd no mingling of mere merchants 
and traders with those who wrote 
“Esquire’’ after their names. These 
distinctions were lessening in sympathy 
with changing ideas, but in 1814 we find 
no plain ‘‘ Mister So and So” in 
Henrietta street. Stately mansions they 
were, these great houses, and even in our 
own day, when “Ichabod’’ is written 
over so many of the doorways, enough 
remains to bear testimony to the greatness 
of “the men and women: who lived 
appropriately ix houses worthy of that 
golden period of Irish social life. 

Tiiat period was not wholly over in 1814. 
Fashion still recognised and patronised 
the “Street, and many an evening found 
manly pulses bounding, and the cheeks of 
beauty flushing at the know-not-what, as 
the lights gleamed on the great staircase, 
and the laughing crowd swept up to dance 
night into morning in the rooms which the 
art of Adam had made glorious. The 
equipages of rank and wealth were still 
familiar sights by day and night in Hen-' 
rietta street. | 


THE HUSHED STREET. 


But there comes a day when this street, 
whose life is always tuned to concert pitch, 
is hushed, as if waiting for something 
untoward and unwished for, but inevitable 
and thought-compelling. Blinds are 
drawn, and, if there are watchers, they 
can only peep cautiously after the fashion 
olf the Misses Pinkerton in Thackeray’s 
novel. What is afoot? At the lower 
corner of the street there are groups of 
people, and a slight movement amonz 
them suggests that the something, what- 
ever it is, is approaching. - But how 
slowly it comes! Quite a time elapses, 
and still the street end is empty. The stir 
in the little throng at the corner increases, 
and beyond doubt the something is 
imminent. One or two who wait at the 
upper end of the street experience that 
strange half-fear of the unseen, but ex- 
pected, which makes the watch for the 
unknown menace one of life’s real thrills. 

A solemn procession it surely is that 
presently paces in slow dignity up the 
street, and there is no lack of outward 
signs Of mourning, in customary suits of 
black and the dejected "haviour of the 


visage. It has had a long journey, this 


slow, silent procession, from far off St. 
Germain, in France, and at length is 
nearing its last halting place, save one. 
Lady Mountjoy comes home. Time is no 
longer of any concern to her, and she cares 
not how slowly they move.

AN UNHAPPY MARRIAGE. 


The marriage took place in 1804, and 
from the first was a miserable failure, 
Temporary estrangements commenced aíter 
a Íew months, and in three vears husband 
and wife finally separated. Mrs. Farmer, 
stil] in her 'teens, and rapidly adding per- 
sonal beauty to grace and charm of 
manner, was much too attractive a figure 
to escape attention. She and her sister, 
Mrs. Purvis, while Lady Mountjoy still 
lived, had been guests to witness the 
lavishly produced theatricals at Lord 
Mountjoy’s seat in Co., Tyrone. In 1816, 
two years after his wife’s death, he was 
created Earl of Blessington, and by that 
time his admiration for Mrs. Farmer had 
openly showed itself as a stronger senti- 
ment. As might be expected, tongues 
wagged, especially those of the dis- 
appointed ones, who grudgingly abandoned. 
hopes of the capture of an aristocratic 
widower, with a rent roll of over £20,000 
a year. | 
Then in 1816 Captain Farmer obliged 
in quite the most approved style of a 
novelist’s way out. A gay night is often 
followed by an unsteady head. The 
captain tumbled out of his window, and 
the conventions of decency were now the 
only obstacle te the union of the lovers. 
These conventions were made as brief as 
béile and in a few months Mrs. 

armer became the Countess of Blessing- 
ton. age | 

What wonder if she lost her head a bit? 
She was young, she was beautiful, and 
was dol. natural charm that 
would have “had her features 
been as plain as they were now the 
opposite. Nor was. she without talent. 
In a circle that included names that still 
stand high in the*records of an age that 
glowed with the fervour of the romantic 
movement, she was a hostess of distinction.

There, too, 
the eye noted the marvellously handsome 
lad who was prematurely shaking off his 
youth to become the spoiled pet of those 
brilliant gatherings, and the even more 
ardent worshipper of his lovely. hostess, 
It was in Lady Blessington’s house that 
Alfred D’Orsay took his call, and came on 
a stage set for one of those comedies that 
life so often changes to tragedy before the 
curtain is finally rung down. - 


HARD TIMES. 


For three years the game was’ played 
gloriously. was the centre of a 
circle brilliant in attainments as well as 
in social standing. True, aristocratic 
dames kept aloof, and this hurt the 
woman's heart of the Countess. But the 
men gathered about her, and what men 
they were! She was a good listener, anc 
the talk was worth hearing. It is re: 
corded by. those whose opinion is worth 
having that she, as a talker, was good to 
listen to, and al] testify to her wonderful 
skiH in making the shy and the silent 
come out of themselves, and reveal their 
unsuspected gifts of conversation, She 
was withal, big-hearted and kind, 
especially to her own family, whose many 
appeals to her purse were never made in 
vain. 

Even an income of over twenty thousand 
a year could not stand the strain, and, 
while the pleasure-loving Earl and 
Countess were living in the high noon of 
social splendour, the small cloud of 
financial straitness began to show on the 
horizon, and rapidly to assume propor- 
tions that darkened the hitherto un- 
shadowed way. 

This may have been a principal reason 
for Lord Blessington’s suggestion that they 
should make a lengthened tour on the 
Continent — a suggestion that found 
immediate favour with the Countess. This 
is not the place to describe the strange 
and varied experiences of that wandering. 
Byron, as we al] know, comes into it, and 
the Countess grows almost hysterical 


at what she considers his weaknesses. 
After a friendship, measured only in days, 
they part in tears, and exchange 
mementoes. He has some superstition 
about what he gives her, and writes to 
her for its return in exchange for some- 
thing else. From Rome the Blessingtons 
went to Naples, where D’Orsay was 
wedded to the daughter of the Earl by his 
former wife. This outrageous marriage 
is one of the really ugly incidents in the 
story of these strange people. From 
Naples they went to Paris, where, with 
characteristic recklessness, a magnificent 
mansion was rented, and was decorated 
and equipped with dazzling splendour. 
Everything promised a gay time in the 
thoughtless, pleasure - seeking French 
capital, when death most incontinently 
knocked at the door of the glittering 
house, and would not leave without the 
Earl himself. 


A FASCINATING PERIOD. 


Out of the wreck of the estate the Countess 
was secured by settlement an income of 
£2,000 a year—an all too slender pro- 
vision for a woman of her tastes and ideas. 
She returned to London, and it was just 
then that Lawrence’s portrait, by which 
the world knows her, was exhibited at the 
Academy. For some twenty years London 
knew her again, and they were, in many 
ways, the most interesting of her career. 

As someone said, everyone went to her, 
and the reader of Tom Moore's 
“Journals”? will find very interesting 
little references to dinners and visits. 
One of these has a somewhat bitter touch. 
It is December, 1833 : — 

‘‘Went to Lady Blessington, having 
heard that she is at home most even- 
ings. Found her gay rooms splendidly 
lighted, and herself in a similar state of 
illumination, sitting alone with her 
glory, reading. It was like the solitude 
of some princess confined in her fairy 
palace... Stayed about three-quarters 
of an hour conversing, or, rather, 
listening.’’ 

The lions of the literary world were her 
constant guests, and it will probably 
startle some to hear that Charles Dickens, 
whom so many of us regard as of our own 
day, was an appreciative frequenter of her 
entertainments. Greville gives a piquant 
account oí an evening he spent there, and 
of meeting people whose talk was more 
noise -than. conversation. This period of 
the story is.a truly fascinating one, but 
even briefly to tell it would occupy pages 
instead of columns. 

The comedy ran till 1849, when, on a 
apring day,-an unromantic sheriff’s officer 
got inside the door, and could not be got 
out. His seizure was the signal to a 
multitude of other creditors, and the last 
act. began. D’Orsay fled at once to Paris, 
and the Countess, bundling together a few 
necessaries, followed. Thackeray supplies 
us with a picture of the sequel at Gore 
House :—‘‘ I have just come away, he 
writes, “from a dismal sight: Gore House 
full of snobs looking at the furniture: 
brutes keeping on their hats in the kind 
old drawing-room. I longed to knock 
them off.’’ 


THACKERAY'S TENDERNESS. 


The French valet, who remained behind, 
wrote to the Countess that the only person 
who seemed affected was Mr. Thackeray. 
The Lawrence portrait, which originally 
cost £80, was sold for £336. Lord 
Blessington’s portrait brought £68. That 
was about March, 1849. By the end oí 
May the Countess had recovered her 
spirits sufficiently to enjoy dining oft in 
Paris. From one of these agreeable 
evenings she returned and went to bed. 
During the night the grim messenger, 
who twenty years before had called for her 
husband, came for the wife. On the 4th 
June she passed so peacefully that it was 
difficult for those watching to fix the 
moment. 

What of the honse in Henrietta street 
all these years? “ The fine stone mansion, 
the windows and doors adorned with 
fluted columns, the ceilings, panels and 
architraves after the manner introduced 
by Adam,” was left to its musings. No 
gay crowds thronged its noble stairs, or 
mustered under the richly decorated 
ceilings. Perhaps, in the hush of the 
night, echoes of long-lost laughter may 
have sounded in the empty corridors, and 
the old house may have felt a thrill pass 
along its walls in expectation of a natched 
and powdered pageant come back in brave, 
but ghostly, showing. It still stands, 
holding its own against time, but, as the 
record put it, “‘ modernised, and utilised 
for chambers by gentlemen of the law.

Sir David Yule. 


The late Sir David Yule, who might be 
termed the Pierpont Morgan of the East, 
was a typical Scot, whose most remarkable 
feat was the way he avoided popular fame. 
Said to be one of the half-dozen wealthiest 
men in the United Kingdom, patrician 
and plutocratic . multi-millionaires in- 
cluded,.and probably worth ten or eleven 
millions sterling, this Indian merchant and 
financier lived, after he returned home 
from a life-time spent in the Hast. in the 
simplest style at St. ,Albans, his only 
hobbies fly-fishing and collecting Indian 
prints. 

In America such comfortable obscurity 
in the case of a “dollar king’’ would be 
neither desired nor feasible. Even in con- 
servative old England it is remarkable 
how a business compeer of, say, the late 
Lord Leverhulme or Lord Inéhcape re- 
mained utterly unknown to the public out- 
side his own immediate circle.

: Mr. Walsh has had 
remarkable success in Scotland, and is 
very popular with Chambers’s readers. His 
long residence in the Highlands has taken 
full possession 6f him, and he brings to 
his work the fujl breath of the mountains 
and moorlands, and the tang of the salt 
sea spray. No wonder his books have 
been styled men’s books, and make their 
appeal to the mountaineers, the trampers, 
and the virile lovers of nature, who revel 
in the open air life. 


Che Free State Air Force. 


Now that the Free State Army Air 
Force is so much in the limelight I am 
reminded of a visit that I paid to 
Baldonnel Aerodrome in January, 
1923—while the civil war was still 
dragging along. Even then, in the days 
of its infancy, I was greatly impressed by 
the atmosphere of discipline and hard 
work that pervaded the camp. It has not 
changed in the interval. 

When the Free State Army took over 
Baldonnel in April, 1922, it did not 
possess a single aeroplane nor any of the 
essentials for building up an air service, 
but, by September of that year, it owned 
one machine, and had a grand total of two 
pilots. An instructional machine arrived 
a week before the Four Courts fighting. 
Between July and August of that year six 
other machines were ordered. But there 
were still only two pilots. In September, 
1923, the first three pupils began to train, 
and training has been carried on without 
a break ever since. 


Early Difficulties. 


Those were rough times. In _ the 
autumn of 1923 the newly-fledged air force 
had bases at Waterford Raccccurse, Kil- 
kenny and Limerick, but, as the personnel 
still consisted of only two pilots and about 
twenty mechanics, the difficulties which the 
force had to face can be easily realised. 
The machines shifted from base to base as 
the ‘“‘Irregulars’’ occupied the areas, in 
question. The day before the evacuation 
of Cork by the anti-Government forces 
Colonel Russel! made a valuable aerial 
reconnaissance over the Southern city. 

When in October, 1923, it was decided 
to establish a base at Fermoy, two 
machines which flew down there found no 
shelter ready, the original hangars havin 
been completely destroyed by ‘‘ the enemy.”’ 
Nothing daunted, however, the Free State 
soldiers and airmen set to work and built 
a shed around the two "planes! Towards 
the end of the same year, realising the 
necessity of having their own troops for 
garrison purposes, in order to train them 
eventually for co-operation’ with ‘aircraft 
and in handling machines, a special 
battalion was formed and put into train- 
ing. Since then the force has never looked 
back, and now bids fair to play an im- 
portant part in developing civil aviation 
in the Free State. 


Fearless Motorist. 


As I waited for a tram in College Green 
the other day a two-seater flashed past me 
and perched on the smooth surface of the 
closed dickey I saw a black spaniel. He 
was quite unconcerned, looking about him 
at the traffic with an air of detached 
interest, and apparently preserving his 
precarious balance without an effert.

Whén I asked the reason o 
his prejudice I was told that once, when 
the car had been rather full, ‘‘ Boyo ' was 
taken in front.

EHIND the simple fact that a law 
case is proceeding at the Privy 
Council which will last to the end of the 
present term, and in which no less than 
twenty-one learned counsel are engaged, 
there is one of the romances of the British 
Empire. 

No other nation has such a Court of 
Appeal, steeped in wonderful traditions 
and with a jurisdiction which is almost 
world-wide. The rapid development of 
the Overseas Dominions may in the near 
future give greater variety to its business 
—till now India has provided a majority 
of cases—and it happens that once again 
it is an Indian cause which has brought 
five famous judges to sit in simple state 
and to remind us of this great tribunal. 
The claim concerns the right to extensive 
properties on which are valuable 
minerals, and to press his case, the 
Maharajah Bahadur Keshava Prasas 
Singh has come to England with a full 
retinue. Day by day the Court has pre- 
sented the picturesque appearance of 
being ‘‘ India in London.”’ 


NO GREATER POWER. 


For the time being, Lord Shaw, Lord 
Carson, Lord Blanesborough, Sir J. 
Wallis and Sir L. Sanderson constitute 
the Court of Courts. There is no greater 
power for all the millions within the 
British Empire. Yet, in the matter of 
actual pageantry and ceremony, it is even 
simpler that the visitation of a British 
judge to a county town for the Assizes. 

he environment is quiet and severe, and, 
except for the gay colours which the 
native appellants and their friends in- 
variably bring to the scene, the proceed- 
ings would suggest to the average Briton 
no more than an efficient committee meet- 
ing. 

The Court of Privy Council has, in fact, 
been given various popular titles from 
time to time in its history, and these 
have indicated its austere simplicity. It 
has been called the ‘‘ drawingroom of 
Britannia,” and, again, the “ dowdy 
matron of Downing street.” Once, when 
Mohammedan and _ Hindu litigants 
brought a thorny problem before it, one 
Indian admirer of British justice called 
it in a message to Calcutta the “ Judish- 
al-Komiti’’—‘‘ the instrument of Allah 
in London,’’ 

It is not an ancient Court. It was only 
established ninety-four years ago to meet 
the needs of the growing Empire for a 
tribunal which should advise the 
Sovereign and mete out justice to rich and 
poor, irrespective of race and colour, 
throughout the British Dominions, 


THREE JUDGES. 


The Court must consist of not less than 
three judges, and, although it is not a 
fixed rule of its composition, it has be- 
come a rule by precedent that a Lord of 
Appeal shall be one of the members. 
The Court is virtually the voice of the 
King for millions of his subjects, and, in 
order to preserve this character, the 
manner of announcing decisions differs 
from that of all other tribunals. * No 
verdict is given in Court at the end of 
the proceedings. The judges arrive at 
their considered view and present their 
report and advice to His Majesty, who 
gives effect to it through an Order in 
Council: i 

No Court has such delicate problems to 
solve. They are richly varied, and often 
have involved questions of tribal wars or 
dramatic family feuds. In the present 
instance the right to some fifteen 
thousand acres of rich territory is at 
stake, and it is the sort of question which 
has often arisen. 

A few years ago a problem of the kind 
came to the Privy Council, after it had 
provoked no little bloodshed, because it 
had been so difficult to make the Indian 
natives believe that there could be such 
a wonderful Court of the Great White 
Queen which could understand their 
troubles. After the Privy Council had 
made its decision known through the 
Order of the Great White Queen, the 
happy Indians lit great bonfires in its 
honour. 


FRIEND OF THE HUMBLEST. 


_ It is the friend of the humblest sub- 
ject, and this is proved by the record of 
a poor woman who had lost her husband 
while he was employed on an overseas 
railway. The local Court awarded her 
more than a thousand pounds compansa- 
tion, but the railway company refused to 
pay. They briefed a dazzling array of 
counsel and got the award quashed. A 
kindly lawyer, touched by her sad plight, 
took up her case, with the result that 
this yreat Court of the Empire in 
Downing street heard the plea for a poor 
widow thousands of miles overseas. They 
gave her her compensation and her costs. 

The very delicate question of native 
and religious etiquette involved in titles to 
access to a temple of Shiva, the jewelied 
goddess; a rivalry between a yellow god 
and a red god, and even the destiny of 
a throne, have been the strange subjects 
brought before this romantic Court. 

If litigants have come to London doubt- 
ful of the ability of Britannia in 
Downing street to understand’ their 
curious grievances, they have invariably 
gone home well content. This romantic 
Court has been a: great peace-makei 
among the children of the Empire.

Mr. T. WESTROPP BENNETT, Deputy 
Chairman, presided at the meeting oí the 
Irish Free State Senate yesterday. 

FORESTRY BILL. 

'The debate on the ag reading of the 

restry Bill was resumed. 
ron T W. KENNY approved of the bill 
in a general way, because it would have 
the effect of preserving the trees in the 
country, but he urged that if a man who 
owned trees wished to cut them down, and 
was not allowed to do so, he ought to be 
iven the right to seek compensation for the 
intervention on the part of the Government 
department. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, in 
explaining the objects of the bill, said that 
it was admitted that there must be some 
limit to the felling of trees in this country. 
The quantity of timber in this was 
one per cent., while it was twenty per cent. 
elsewhere. He knew of no other way of 
preventing the cutting.down of trees than 
that of giving someone the necessary power, 
and there was no more suitable body for that 
purpose than the Department of Agriculture. 

MINISTER'S SUGGESTION. 

They might be more successful in the 
matter of preventing wanton cutting under 
this bill for the reason that they could not 
interpret the bill strictly, as it would mean 
flooding the country with inspectors, 
but from the felling notices for which 
provision was made in the bill they would 
receive information which they had never 
had before. He would like the House to 
give the bill a second reading, and, if neces- 
sary, they could postpone it until the antamn, 
by which time Senators would thoronghly 
understand the bill. 

Sir WALTER NUGENT said that he 
hoped the bill would not be postponed, as, 
in his opinion, it was a very necessary 
measure. He hoped the bill would be put 
into operation speedily. 

Mr. HAUGHTON said that the bill would 
riot only be welcomed by those in the saw 
milling trade, but also by the country gene- 
rally. He objected to the criticism directed 
towards the trade as if they were engaged in 
wanton cutting of trees. it was not wanton 
cutting, but cutting for a purpose. He 
thought that there should be remission of 
taxation for farmers who planted their lands 
with trees. He suggested that the question 
of orchards should be borne in mina.

GAS REGULATION BILL. 

On the report stage of the Gas Regulation 
ill, 

Mr. BROWN, K.C., moved, on behalf of 
Mr. Douglas, the deletion of sub-section 2 
of Section 5, and the substitution for it of 


the following new sub-section :—'' Every 
buyer of gas after the  expira- 
tion of nine years, shall have the 


right to demand of the (gas) undertaking that 
the meter, by means of which such gas is 
measured, shall be re-stamped accordi to 
law after the expiration of ten years from 
the last occasion on which it was duly 


stamped.” 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minsifer for Industry 
and Commerce, said that the bill had been 
fully discussed, and in a non-party spirit, by 
the Dail, all the members of which were of 
opinion that every meter, whether questioned 
or not, should be tested and stamped every 
ten years. The Dail was alive to the situa- 
tion: which the present amendment was de- 
signed to meet, but the deputies held that if 
such amendment were carried it would mean 
that, unless the consumer was sufficiently 
alive to his own interests, and willing to risk 
some expense, he might have a faulty meter 
for many years. n examination of the 
existing situation it would be found that the 
amendment which he intended to move— 
making examination compulsory every ten 
years—was merely making obligatory what 
was the general practice amongst all the best 
gas companies—in fact, all the best companies 

ad their meters tested in a period somewhat 
less than ten years. 

The amendment was rejected. 

TESTING OF METERS. 

Mr McGILLIGAN then moved his amend- 
ment, which was in the following terms :— 

(1) A buyer of gas supplied by means of a 
meter ins on premises in an area in 
which the jurisdiction conferred by the Act of 
1859 is for the time being not exercisable may, 
unless such meter has been stamped by a 
special inspector of meters under Section 6 
(which relates to the stamping of meters in 
areas in which the Act of 1859 is not in force) 
of this Act, by notice in writing require the 
person by whom such gas is so supplied to 
remove such meter from such ggemises and 
procure the same to be tested by an inspector 
of meters appointed by a local authority 
under the Act of 1859, and, if found correct 
to be stamped under that Act, as amen 
by this Act accordingly. 

“ (2) If on the testing of a meter pursuant 
to a requisition under this section such meter 
is found to be correct the expenses of the 
removal, testing and stamping of such meter 
oursuant to such requistiion shall be borne 
- the buyer by whom such requisition was 
made, and in every other case such expenses 
shall be borne by the person on whom such 
requisition is made.”

AN INCOME TAX 
INNOVATION. 


ASSESSMENT ON PREVIOUS 
YEAR’S ACTUAL INCOME. 


The Committee stage of the Finance Bill 
was taken, and 

Mr. LINEHAN moved to insert a new 
clause as follows:—‘‘ The annual value of 
Jands which were previously subject to a 
“san som annuity payable under the Land 

urchase (Ireland) Acts or any of them, but 
which annuity has since been redeemed, shall 
for the purposes of Schedule B be taken to 
be the first or original annuity payable be- 
fore redemption, if such original annuity is 
Jess than the Poor Law Valuation.”’ 

The object of the clause was, he said, to 
place tenants who had redeemed their 
annuities in the same position as they were 
in before the redemption, because the in- 
come from the farm had not changed after 
the tedemption. In the present state of the 
law, when the purchase money had been 
redeemed the assessment for income tax was 
incréased from the figure of the annuity to 
that of the Poor Law valuation, which, in 
most casés, was a considerable increase, and, 
that being so, it would deter the farmer 
from redeeming the purchase money. He 
thought that it would be for the benefit of 
the country if his recommendation were 
adopted. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that in practice the recommendation would 
give a farmer who had redeemed his annuity 
an advantage over his neighbour, and he did 
not think that it would work out satisfactorily 
in assessing ;he tax. 

Mr. LINEHAN withdrew his amendment. 

Sir JOHN KEANE moved a recommenda. 
tion that ‘‘ Income tax for any year shall 
be assessed upon the actual income accruing 
in the previous year” He said that in 
Great Britain the three-years’ average had

MR. BLYTHE TALKS OF A 


POSSIBLE BAN. 


, Mr. MacKEAN moved together two amend- 
ments to Section 22, by which he sought to 
substitute the words “ rectified and icated 
wines ’’ for the word “‘ wine ” as a subject of 
duty on importation, and that ‘‘five shillings’’ 
instead of *‘ one shilling ” be the rate of duty 
per gallon on articles containing sugar or 
other sweetening matter. 

_The mineral water industry, said Mr. Mac- 
Kean, was in a very-precarious position, and 
within twelve months five companies had 
amalgamated in order to cut overhead ex- 
penses, with the result that a number of 
employés with many years of faithful service 
had been dismis The imposition of the 
additional taxes proposed by him would be 
of the greatest assistance. 

Mr. BLYTHE, replying, said that he was 
unable to connect the case of medicated 


wines with home industry. As for mineral 
waters, they enjoyed already a protection 
amounting to between ód. ‘End 4d. a gallon. 


He would not be inclined to increase that. A 
case might be made for prohibition of the 
sale or importation of medicated wines, since, 
in this connection, there were opportunities 
for fraud, wines being represented to possess 
properties which, in fact, they did not pos- 
sess. 

He did not know whether the medical pro- 
fession would take that view, but it was a point 
whether the importation of these medicated 
wines might not be stopped either as a matter 
of public health or to save the public from 
paying excessive prices. That, however, 
would bring them up against the whole diffi- 
culty of patent medicines, and the question 
really did not arise on the Finance Bill; it 
should be considered in connection with 
public health. 

Mr. MacKean withdrew his amendments.

The subject was discus at a 
meeting of the District Council of the 
I.A.8.A., in Belfast, at the beginning of 
the week, and it was proposed that the 
Ulster swimmers withdraw from the 
trials altogether if the flag question is 
not satisfactorily settled. It appeared in 
this connection that the Irish Olympic 
Council had been approached for infor- 
mation, but it was stated by the secretary. 
that there had been significant silence in 
Dublin and he was not hopeful as to the 
result. 


THE NORTH OFFENDED. 


Umbrage has been taken also at a 
letter received from Dr. Beckett, of 
Dublin, one of the selectors. Relative 
to the selection of a water polo team to 
represent Ireland, he wrote suggesting 
that, with the agreement of the Ulster 
selectors, he should nominate, say, ten 
Leinster players; or, if that were too 
many, one goalkeeper and eight ‘‘ out ”’ 
players, to take part in the final trial 
at the Belfast Waterworks on Saturday 
afternoon next, while the Ulster selectors 
should nominate their own men for the 
other positions. That was bad enough, 
but as usual the real sting was in the 
tail. ‘‘ In view of the marked superiority 
our men have always shown in open 
water” Dr. Beckett went on to 
say, “I do not think that this can be 
regarded as an unfair or unreasonable 
division,” adding that they must have 
open water players for the Olympic 
matches, and that it was futile to select 
men on their form in the indoor baths. 
Dr. Beckett's plain speaking was 
strongly resented, and Mr. J. Goss, the 
» vice-president, said that the whole position 
was very disappointing, and it seemed to 
him that the claims of the Ulster 
swimmers were being deliberately shelved. 
Personally, he looked upon that letter as 
an insult to the district. After some 
farther discussion, in which Northern 
superiority over Southern rivals was 
asserted, it was decided to select seven 
polo players, and four swimmers for each 
of the racing events to represent Ulster, 
and to leave the Leinster section to make 
a similar selection. It was also under- 
stood that if the flag problem cannot be 
solved, the Northern representatives will 
be withdrawn. The trials at Belfast 
Waterworks on Saturday should be of 
more than usual interest. 


PROSPERITY IN DIFFICULTIES. 


It would appear, from a statement 
made at the last meeting of Belfast 
Corporation, that the tramways under- 
taking is by no means in the hopeless 
condition it was imagined to be, and 
that instead of being worked at a loss, it 
has been earning a substantial profit. 
There have been times of panic when 
even members of the Tramways Com- 
mittee ran about saying that they were 
losing £500 per week, but it seems that 
when both lean and fat periods are con- 
sidered, the overplus of credit is very con- 
siderable. Moreover, there is a certain 
element in Belfast which thinks that the 
Corporation can do no good and magnifies 
every fault. Councillor Malcolm, who 
drew attention to the matter, quoted from 
the financial report, and said that the 
trams still continued to pay their way 
very satisfactorily and to place a reason- 
able amount to the reserve account. Durin 
the past three years, he said, a profit of 
£60, had been earned, while the under- 
taking had paid over to the Electricity 
Department during the same period the 
huge sum of £186, 556. 

A p al has been put forward to 
revise the fares, lengthen the stages, and 
improve the service, while special steps 
are being taken to cope with "bus com- 
petition. A somewhat Gilbertian situa- 
tion has developed in connection with 
Bellevue, the beautiful mountain garden 
at Cavehill. The Tramway Committee 
engages well-known cross-Channel and local 
bands to attract visitors during their per- 
formances on the plateau, so that the 
tramway service there may prosper and 
fill the municipal — but the ail 
are ‘‘nipping’’ in and capturing a large 
share of they increased traffic po Ate 
by the enterprise of the Corporation. 
Measures are to be taken by the Council 
to combat this kind of competition, which, 
after all, must be galling to those who 
pay the piper. Much is expected from 
the new manager, Mr. William Chamber- 
lain, and it is hoped that he will repeat 
in Belfast the remarkable success he 
achieved with the Leeds tramways under- 
taking. 


ABUSE FOR #NDEPENDENTS. 


The unfortunate Independent Unionists 
are once more coming in for a share of 
that abuse which continued us has 
made, as it were, their right. The County 
Tyrone Orangemen have not always been 
too friendly with the Government, but the 
Grand Master the other day spoke in con- 
demnation of Independent Unionism as 
tending to promote a policy which would 
lead to the handing over of the Govern- 
ment of Northern [Ireland to the 
Separatists. The season is favourable for 
this kind of talk, and when the fever of 
next week is passed everyone will be more 
charitable in his opinions. Even Mr. 
Rowley Elliott, M.P., one of the mildest- 
mannered of men, declared at the same 
meeting that an Independent was one in 
whom no dependence could be placed what- 
ever. He evidently claims all the virtues 
for the official Unionists; for he advises 
everyone to vote for no candidate who is 
not officially appointed as a standard- 
bc-rer for the party in power. How is it 
that a man who has the courage to express 
an independent political opinion 
anathema with those in high places? A 
noticeable feature is that no references are 
being made to the Ulster Liberal Party, 
which, of course, cannot be accused of dis.

It 
seems almost incredible that bread should 
be within reach of workless men, but 
that through some reason or another 
they are not allowed to earn it, and Mr. 
Andrew's reminder was badly needed. 
Councillor Thomas Henderson, M.P., 
blamed the Government for putting such 
work on the shoulders of the Council, and 
said that the Ministry would never mend 
its method in that respect so long as the 
Board of Guardians could get men to 
work at Whitewell for four coupons a 
week—a system he has frequently con- 
demned as “ slavery.”’ It would be more 
in keeping with sensible administration 
if he and his colleagues made the most of 
the opportunities at their disposal. 


GREENOCK-BUILT TUG FOR BELFAST 


It was intimated at the meeting of the 
Belfast Harbour Commissioners on Tues- 
day last that a tug which is being built 
for the Board by Messrs. George Brown 
and Co., of Greenock, to replace the 
steam tug Lagan, is now ready for 
launching. This statement has caused a 
good deal of comment, as the general 
public are ignorant of the reasons respon- 
sible for sending away an order when 
work was so urgently needed in Belfast. 
The great ‘‘ Queen’s Island ” is only 
across the river from the Harbour offices, 
and one would have thought that an 
arrangement. might have been made to 
have the tug built at home.

It is true that 
compulsory arbitration is impossible. If 
the members of any particulat industry 
resolve to have a fight, they will have it, 
despite the Industrial Council, however 
strong it may be; but the va!ue of such 
an organisation lies in the element of 
delay that it involves. If there had 
been a National Industrial Council in 
1926, there never would have been 
a general strike, because the miners 
would not have been able “to stampede 
their comrades of other industries. We 
do not suppose that the new Council, if 
it is formed, will abolish trade disputes ; 
but it will reduce their number and will 
make them less dangerous. 

The good sense of the Britisn people 
probably will carry the new move- 
ment to a successful conclusion. In 
the meanwhile the Irish Free State 
has done very little to bring about 
a permanent understanding between 
masters and men. A National Industrial 
Council is needed badly in the Saorstat. 
At present the machinery for industrial 
conciliation is very inadequate, and it is 
high time that something should be done 
to improve and extend it. Fortunately, 
the Free State has suffered very slightly 
from strikes during the last few years. 
The relations between Capital and Labour 
are reasonably good, but there is no con-

Something, however, invariably seems to 
happen at the last moment to thwart the 
scheme, and, while there is no actual 
trouble, masters and men remain at arms’ 
length.

There 
may be few men of the Melchet’ stamp in 
the Saorstdt: indeed, we fear that Irish 
business men have not distinguished them- 
selves by their imaginative powers. Never- 
theless, most of them can see as far 
through a stone wall as anybody else, and 
there is no doubt at all that a conference 
between Capital and Labour is long over- 
due. We are sure that organised Labour 
would welcome such a scheme. At any 
rate, nothing can be lost by a trial, and 
the man who takes the initiative will do 
a splendid day’s work for Ireland. 


Prospects in China. 


The Nanking Government is now the 
supreme authority in Chinese affairs, and 
Great Britain is pledged to discuss a re- 
vision of the foreign treaties with any 
Government that can speak for the whole 
country. We are sure that Sir Austen 
Chamberlain would keep his word gladly, 
but he may prefer to wait upon the de- 
velopments of the next few weeks in 
Northern China. The situation there, as 
described by the Peking Correspondent of 
The Times, appears 2» be not less difficult 
than interesting. Three war lords carried 
the Southern banners’ triumphantly 
through the Northern provinces, and now 
they are engaged, after the Chinese 
fashion, in a division of the spoils. Yen 
Shi-shan, the well-esteemed dictator of 
the Shansi Province, is in actual occupa- 
tion of Peking. He is a Northerner and 
has no sympathies with Communism. 
Feng Yu-hsiang, the jealous and master- 
ful “ Christian General,” has trafficked 
with Moscow for his own ends, but he 
also is a Northerner and no Communist. 
Chiang Kai-shek, whom the other two 
summoned to their aid against the late 
Chang ‘T'so-lin, commands forces that, 
being wholly Southern, coalesce badly 
with their Northern allies. Yen Shi-shan 
and Feng Yu-hsiang are rivals for the 
possession of Peking. Nominally, that 
city has ceased to be the capital of China, 
but it has great traditions and great 
wealth, and it holds the Legations of all 
the foreign Powers. Dublin would retain 
political importance even if the seat of 
national government should be transferred 
to Cork or Limerick. So the Governor 
of Chihli, established at Peking and con- 
trolling the port of Tientsin, must be an 
outstanding figure in the new China. 
“Who is to have Peking?’’ asks the 
Correspondent of The Times—‘‘ Yen or 
Feng? And when one has it, what is the 
other to get?’’ Furthermore, will the 
master of Peking be content to remain 
the nominee of Nanking and a faithful 
supporter of the Nationalist Government? 
It is said that, by agreement between the 
two leaders, Yen Shi-shan was to take 
Peking (which he now occupies), and that 
Feng Yu-hsiang was to have four rich 
provinces, including Shantung. The 
Japanese, however, are in Shantung, and, 
by way of compensation, Feng now covets 
Tientsin, the almost indispensable port of 
Peking. Here is ample material for a 
new quarrel between men who, two years 
ago, were engaged in fierce conflict. Even 
if we assume that all the military leaders 
will come to terms, and that the Nanking 
Government will be able to satisfy the 
British definition of a united China, the 
revision the treaties will present 
serious difficulties. In the first place, 
Nanking will demand largely increased 
tariffs on foreign trade, but certainly will 
be unable to furnish any guarantees for 
the abolition of irregular taxation within 
the provinces. In the next place, Britain 
will be expected to acquiesce in the re- 
moval of  extra-territorial privileges, 
although protection of the persons and 
property of foreigners remains beyond the 
power of any Chinese authority. The 
Correspondent of The Times concludes his 
review with the statement that Japan is 
the dominant factor in the Chinese situa- 
tion, and that the whole question of the 
treaties and the degree in which they may 
be revised depends upon her attitude.

Roger Bacon. 


The thirteenth century Franciscan 
friar, Roger Bacon, is best remembered 
as the contriver of the magnifying glass. 
He was also, in some measure, a pioneer 
of modern empiric science. Mr. A. G. 
Little, delivering this years “Master 
Mind Lecture” at a meeting of the 
British Academy on Wednesday, said that 
it was Bacon's estimation of the sciences, 
according to their utility in human life, 
that led to the revaluation of medieval 
knowledge. Bacon held that all science 
was contained in the Holy Scriptures, 
and accordingly he insisted on the im- 
portance of an accurate test. He 
enunciated the principles of textual 
criticism, and demanded the appoint- 
ment of an authoritative Papa] Commis- 
sion to establish the text of the Bible. 
After more than five hundred years the 
Vatican Commission on the Vulgate is 
carrying out his plan. He expected the 
early manifestation of Anti-Christ in 
human form, and proposed that Anti- 
Christ should be resisted by means ot 
contrivances of burning glasses, flying 
machines, submarines, tanks and gun- 
powder—for he knew how an explosive 
substance could be compounded of 
sulphur, saltpetre and charcoal. His 
genius was whimsical. To-day he would be 
called “a crank.” For all his ingenuity 
in the natural sciences and‘ his sagacity 
in textual criticism, he cherished extrava- 
gant superstitions. He believed in the 
‘‘ Philosopher’s Stone” that could trans- 
mute all metals into gold. He was so 
convinced of the truth of astrology that 
he condemned the practice of being bled 
on Saturday—the eve of the day of rest. 
Saturday, he argued, came under the 
malign influence of Saturn, and, there- 
fore, was an unfitting day for dangerous 
operations. It is not remarkable, there- 
fore, that Bacon fell foul of his 
ecclesiastical superiors. For some years his 


extravagances brought him into prison, 
Nevertheless, it was from these very ex- 


a 


‘ travagances, as from wild guessing, that: 
he advanced the bounds of thought. His 
astrological] fantasies, for example, caused 
him to assert the curative value of 
selected rays of light. His career shows 
how the brilliant intuition of a medieval 
mind could make discoveries in Nature s 
book. Aptly was he called the doctor 
mirabtlis.

The Cuckoo. 


How does the cuckoo’s egg find its way 
to strangers’ nests? 
clares Mr. Oliver G. Pike, who writes on 
the subject in the Datly Telegraph, has 
been solved finally by the spying eye of 
the cinematograph. Formerly it was 
supposed that the cuckoo laid her egg 
upon the ground, picked it up with her 
beak, and flew with it to the selected 
nest. Some time ago Mr. Edgar Chance 
published a book, “The Cuckoo’s Secret,” 
in which he affirmed that he had 
found by ocular. observation that 


cuckoos laid their eggs direct into 
the nests. This reversa] of traditional 


belief was resisted strongly. Opponents 
of Mr. Chance’s theory asked how the 


cuckoo could lay eggs in so fragile a nest 
as the reed warbler’s, or in the domed 
nests of the wren and the chiff-chaff. Now 
Mr. Pike, working in conjunction with 
Mr. Chance, has proved Mr. Chance’s 
case. ‘‘ Together we produced a cinema 
film, which proved beyond every shadow 
of doubt that the cuckoos that we filmed 
laid their eggs into the nests after steal- 
ing one of the original eggs. A wonderfal 
slow motion film was obtained, which 
showed every detail of the cuckoo arriving, 
stealing the egg, and laying her egg in its 
place, afterwards flying off with the stolen 
egg, which she retained in her beak while 
laying.” The cuckoo has been observed 
laying in the nests of the tree pipit, the 
rock pipit, the meadow pipit, the yellow 
hammer, the pied wagtail and the reed 
warbler. Moreover, Mr. Pike cites cir- 
cumstantial evidence to prove a case 
of laying by the cuckoo in the nest of a 
hedge-sparrow. As for the stolen eggs, 
the cuckoo shows herself an economical 
bird ; for she devours them.

THE LANE PICTURES AND THE 
NEW GALLERY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THP IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—As time goes on how freshly evident 
every day makes the truth of Mr. Birrell’s 
dictum that “the question of the Lane 
pictures was solely one of ethics and gentle- 
manly feeling.” It is constantly cropping 
up in all sorts of connections. We pass over 
the mystery of Lane’s name not being even 
mentioned at the ceremonial of the opening 
of the New Tate Galleries, though Mr. 
Courtauld was warmly thanked for less con- 
Bpicuous gifts. In The Studio, some months 
ago, the frontispiece is Vuillard’s delightful 
Nature Morte (one of the 39 Lane pictures). 
It is: described as ‘‘ a recent acquisition to 
the Tate Gallery.” Of course it had been’ 
exhibited there for many years back, and has 
been twelve years in their possession—not a 
word of recognition for Sir Hugh. 

Mr. Bodkin told us, in his interesting 
“address at the Theatre Royal, of the sen- 
sation made by the exhibition, in 1917, of 
Renoir’s ‘‘ Parapluies,’’ another of the 39. 
Some hundred English artists and amateurs 
seized the opportunity of sending that master 
a testimony of their admiration—but no word 
of acknowledgment for the man to whom 
they were ladehead for being able to study 
the picture.

At the inquiry about the new gallery I 
was surprised that all the evidence turned 
on the advantage and utility it would be to 
the city and country at large to have our 
fine collection suitably housed, or, on the 
other side, whether we could afford to treat 
ourselves to such a luxury—but our duty and 
obligation to Lane was entirely lost sight of. 

We have done nothing to show our grati- 
tude to him for his magnificent generosity to 
us. We have not even paid him the cheap 
compliment of calling a street after him. he 
raised among us an enthusiasm and enlighten- 
ment about art which has not vet entirely 
subsided. He more than doubled the en- 
dowment of the National Gallery, so that 
more than half of its additions each vear we 
owe to him, as well as giving it fifty of its 
most valuable pictures—in fact, he gave us 
everything he had. Here is now our oppor- 
tunity to show some recognition of this. It 
was asked at the in uiry whether, when 
Lane presented the octet to the munici- 
pality, any promise in writing was given 
that a proper place to house it would be 
built.

The tragic death of Captain Alfrea 
Loewenstein, whose many and great 
operations had made him one of the lead 
ing figures in the financial world, creates 
a painful sensation in the City this morn 
ing. There was great excitement outside 
the Stock Exchange before business began, 
and brokers stood together in crowds dis 
cussing the possibilities of the situation. 
When the market opened dealers were not 
at all inclined to give even a nomina) 
quotation for International Holdings and 
Hydro-Electric Security Shares, and no 
business was done in these for the first 
quarter of an hour. Later, after excited 
dealings for over an hour, common shares 
of International Holdings fell heavily 
from 215 dollars to 130 dollars, a total fal! 
in the market value of the shares of some- 
thing like thirty million pounds. In the 
afternoon there was a recovery. The City 
is not heavily involved, however, and, if 
there are any difficulties, it is thought 
th-t they will be confined mainly to small 
speculators, many of whom are in 
Belgium. The reassuring statement issued 
during the late afternoon by the directors 
of International Holdings was a great 
relief to many City men. 


A Mysterious Affair. 

Captain Loewenstein was a Belgian 
Je... the son of a banker, and was born 
in Brussels forty-nine years ago. His life 
in many ways was mysterious; for ten 
years ago he was known simply as a very 
rich man who suddenly became much 
talked of as ne proceeded to make muc! 
move money with great rapidity. In the 
City it is said that, as a financier, he 
was not of the front rank, being mainly a 
speculator whose interests were controlled 
by the markets and their manipulators. 
It will be remembered that he created a 
financial sensation some little time ago hy 
a proposal to stabilise the Belgian franc 
on somewhat impossible terms. I 
never be known whether his death was due 
to accident. mental failure or suicide: bnt 
it was recalled to-day that he had a had 
accident while riding at Melton Mowbray 
only three weeks ago.

STRANGE MOTOR 
ACCIDENT. 


THREE PERSONS 
KILLED. 


CAR RUNS INTO WIRE 
HAWSRER. 
———— 


Two women and a man were killed instan- 
taneously yesterday evening in a motor car 
accident on the Oxford-Faringdon main road 
at Blackwater, near Tubney, Berkshire, 
when their car ran into a wire hawser which 
was stretched across the road. 

The man, who was the driver of the car, 
had his neck broken, and the two women 
had their heads almost severed. One of 
them, Mrs. Gibbs, was the fifth daughter of 
the Ven. William Bruere Otter, Archdeacon 
of Lewes, and widow of Mr. Henry Martin 
Gibbs, who was the uncle of Lord Wroxall 
of Tyntesfield and of Major Evelyn Gibbs, 
who married Lady Helena Cambridge, a niece 
of the Queen. The other was Miss Alderson, 
Mrs. Gibbs’s maid, who had been only re- 
cently engaged by her. 

The chauffeur was a man named Gibson, 
and the car which he was driving was a 
large touring car. 

HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 

The accident was a remarkable one. A 
tractor belonging to an Abingdon firm was 
hauling timber on to a waggon when the 
hawser between the two vehicles, which 
were on opposite sides of the road, caught 
the touring car as it was proceeding towarts 
Kingston Bagpuze. 

It struck the chaffeur and broke his neck, 
whipped Miss Alderson, who was sitting in 
the front seat, out on to the road, and then 
rebounding hit Mrs. H. M. Gibbs, of Barron 
Court, Flax-Bourton, Somerset, who was 
sitting behind her. The chauffeur was 
picked up dead, and both women were so 
dreadfully injured that they died almost im- 
mediately. 

A doctor, who examined the car, 
that it was in ton gear. 

‘“‘It must have been going at a good speed 
when it struck the hawser,”’ he said. ‘‘ The 
hawser must have been stretched across the 
road at a height of several feet. It ap- 
parently flattened out the wind screen, caught 
the chauffeur under the chin, and struck tho 
heads of the two women.”’

STANDING ORDERS. - 


MINISTER'S TRIBUTE TO IRISH 
UNIONISTS. - 


A Fianna Fail deputy, Mr. H. Flinn 
was suspended from the service of Dail 
Eireann yesterday, owing to his refusal to 
withdraw a remark directed against the 
Speaker. i 

The House adopted by 69 votes to 44 a 
motion by President Cosgrave: ‘That the 
Committee on Procedure and Privileges 
be instructed to draw up for consideration 
of the Dail a Standing Order, or Standing 
Orders, dealin specifically with deputies 
who bring the House into contempt by dis- 
orderly conduct towards the Chair.” 

Constitution Amending Bills Nos, 6 and 
13 passed their fifth stage, and the second 
reading of the Agricultural Credits Bill 
was passed, 

President COSGRAVE, at the conclusion of 
questions, moved: ‘‘ That the Committee on 
Procedure and pin: só be instructed to 
draw up for the consideration of the Dail a 
Standing Order, or Standing Orders, dealing 
specifically with deputies who bring the House 
into contempt by disorderly conduct towards 
the chair.” i 

He said that the existing Standing Orders 
made provision for dealing with disorderly 
conduct on the part of a deputy towards 
another, but not specifically against the 
Speaker. The necessity having arisen, it was 
necessary to have it now considered, The 

resent disciplinary measures were entirely 
inadequate to meet disorderly conduct 
towards the chair. As to what the procedure 
should be, it was a matter for consideration 
by the committee, and then for the House 
when the recommendations came up. It had 
always been the view of the House that the 
chair must be protected from innuendo, 
insinuation, or direct personal abuse. The 
occupant of the chair muet not be attacked 
for the way he discharges his functions, except 
by the method indicated in the Orders. . 

Mr. DE VALERA asked was such a motion 
in order. The first notice they got of it 
was on the previous day. 

The SPEAKER eaid that the motion was 
one concerning the business of the House, and 
the chair had the option to accept it without 
four days’ notice, and he decided to do so, 

DEPUTY SUSPENDED. 

Mr. DE VALERA—It is not an urgent 
matter, and could it not possibly remain 
over? For instance, we are of opinion that 
the whole question of the chair might be dealt 
with at the eame time. 

Mr. H. FLINN (Fianna Fail; Cork City) 
rose to a point of order, He said that m 
accepting this motion at a time when the 
House had no time to deal with it in am 
orderly or legal manner, a to Stand. 
ing Orders, the Speaker was deliberately in- 
vading the liberties and rights of the ordinary 
members of the House—— 

The SPEAKER—That is not a point of 
order. It is a gross mistatement of the facts, 
and the deputy must withdraw it at once. 

Mr. FLINN—The deputy will not with- 
draw, 

The SPEAKER—Then all I can do is to 
leave the deputy’s conduct to the House. 

President COSGRAVE—I move that the 
deputy be suspended from the service of this 
House. 

Mr. FLINN—I 
seconding that. 
hear,’’) 

On a division, Mr, Cosgrave’s motion was 
carried by 69 votes to 44. Only the members 
of the Opposition voted against it. 

The SPEAKER then requested Mr, Flinn to 
withdraw from the House. 

Mr. FLINN rose, took up his attaché cuse, 
bowed to the Chair, and withdrew. He was 
loudly cheeréd by the Fianna Fail members. 

When the House had quieted down, 

Mr. LEMASS (Fianna Fail, Dublin South) 
asked if it was a matter of disorder to ques- 
tion. the attitude of the Chair as to the 
Speaker’s ruling in regard to the rights of 
private members. 

The SPEAKER—The statement that the 
action of the Chair in accepting the motion 
of the President was a deliberate invasion of 
the rights and liberties of the members is a 
disorderly statement. 

STATEMENT BY THE SPEAKER. 

Mr. DE VALERA—Surely it ought to be in 
order to point out where the action of the 
Chair would invade the liberties of members. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo South) 
said that when a deputy was asked to with- 
draw a statement, and refused to do ao, it was 
well known that it was disorderly. 

The SPEAKER—The deputy stated: “ You 
are deliberately invading the rights of private 
members.” That was not a point of order. 
He (Speaker) had not concluded his re- 
marks on thé point of order raised by Deputy 
de Valera. Mr. de Valera’s point was per- 
fectly clear, and they could get the decision 
of the House upon it now. The Speaker 
arid Depuiy Speaker were appointed by 
the Dail to perform certain functions. 
laid down by Standing Orders. They had to 
exercise their own best judgment, and had 
frequently had to decide without any notice 
very difficult matters, and sometimes in very 
difficult c.rcumstances. When these e- 
cisions were given they ought to be accepted. 
Clearly there was a possibility of error, and 
that possibility was not denied, nor was the 
probability of error denied, and no claim 
from the Chair was ever made as to in- 
fallibility. The position was that the de- 
cision of the Chair, once having been given, 
must be accepted. The Chair should not 

subjected to accusations except on motion. 

The Speaker added that he was not un- 
prepared to make way at any time for a 
successor, and there was no claim for per- 
manency, His sole desire was that the 
position of the Chair should not be made 
impossible. (Hear, hear.) 

fr. DE VALERA said that it seemed to 
him, in the case of Deputy Flinn, he was 
bringing before the Chair the aspect of the 
case that in accepting the motion without 
the usual notice, he (the Speaker) was, in 
his opinion, infringing the rights of mem- 
bers. 
The SPEAKER—He said that, in accept- 
ing this motion, the Chair was deliberately 
invading the rights of members.. No mem- 
ber of this House can make that accusation 
except on a motion. 

IMPARTIALITY OF THE CHAIR. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that there had 
been, and still was, a feeling in his party 
that the rulings of the Chair had not beep 
impartial, 

‘he SPEAKER said that the occupant of 
the Chair was attached to no party. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that he quite un- 
derstood the difficulty of the Chair, and the 
only attitude they could expect was im- 
pian from the Chair. 

Mr. O'CONNELL said that he was in- 
clined to think that this feeling in the Fianna 
Fail Party’s mind was due to inexperience 
of Parliamentary procedure, and when they 
were longer in the House that feeling would 
disappear. 

They should alwaye be jealous of the good 
name of the Parliament of this country. e 
nice little distinctions which existed in their 
minds as to what the Dail stood for were 
not understood outside the country. 
INEXPERIENCED OPPOSITION, 

Mr. BI YTHE, Minister for Finance, men- 
tioned that some time ago a Minister made 
a statement which the Chair asked him to 
withdraw. The Minister demurred, and the 
House was adjourned, and the Minister was 
informed that unless the statement objected 
to was withdrawn the President would have 
no option but to move his suspension. On 
the reassembly of the House that particular 
Minister withdrew the statement to which 
objection had been made. He mentioned this 
to show that what had happened in the case 
of Deputy Flinn would have followed in the 
case of a Minister. So far-as he was con- 
— ms “hea! called upon to withdraw 
statements whic e thought proper, but 
which the speaker abiected AR he had 
accepted the decision of the Chair. There 
was no bias in the matter. Deputies oppo- 
site had little oaperience of Parliamentary 
procedure, and had not given sufficient atten. 
tion to the matter, or they would not feel 
aggrieved, If they wan to do so they 
could put down a motion for the removal of 
the Speaker and have it debated. 

Mr. O’CONNELL thought that discussion

MR. HOGAN IN SCATHING MOOD. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said they had heard a great deal about 
national aspirations, but the people had been 
asked what were their aspirations three or 
four times, and on each occasion they stated 
quite clearly what they were. It was not for 
Deputy Fahy to talk about the Senate not 
falling in with national aspirations. 

Mr. FAHY—Was it not the programme 
of the Camann na nGaedheal that Ireland 
should be a Gaelic Ireland? . 

Mr. HOGAN said that was introducing a 
red herring. His understanding of nation- 
ality was different from the deputies opposite. 
** Realise once and for all,” b said, “ that 
we are independent in this country. It is 
because you do not know what independence 
is, and ause you have no real independ- 
ence in your blood, that this is going on. 
Surely any deputy on the other side who is 
honest must realise that there can no 
interference in any matter, political, 
economic, or social, by the English in this 
country, and that the masters are here on 
these benclies, such as they are.” 

Their business was to make every man in 
this country an Irishman, and it was 
positively disgusting to listen to sectarian and 
sectional attacks ón certain people án the 
country. It was not Sinn Féin, and no one 
knew that better than the deputies on the 
other side, and it never was Sinn Féin. 

TRIBUTE TO UNIONISTS. 

“T am not afraid,” continued Mr. Hogan, 
“to give what you call the Unionists fair 
play, full rights and representation, and I 
would go further and say this—that they 
have contributed brains, ability, energy, 
and enthusiasm, and money to this country. 
I remember what the people you call Southern 
Unionists- have done for Acts like the Dairy 
Produce Acts, the Live Stock Breeding Act 
and the Land Act, and how they have 
remedied defects in the bills and carried out 
honestly and sincerely the functions of a 
Second Chamber; and then I hear them 
lightly referred to as anti-Irish and not under- 
standing the national aspirations of the 
country. Supposing they were not Gaelic 
Leaguers—a lot of us are not ——”’ 

Mr. FAHY—I did not ask them to be. 

Mr. HOGAN—Supposing their conception 
of a Gaelic State is not Deputy Fahy’s. 
What do you think is going to change their 
minds? owing that a Gaelic State can not 
only be Gaelic but efficient. 

Continuing, the Minister said that he 
wanted to see a Gaelic State built up here, 
but they would never get anyone to realise 
what it might be until the plain Irish people 
made a success of it and stopped talking 
about politics and issues thaí were unreal. 
The one thing that would stand out from all 
this obstruction and debate was that there 
was an attack made on the conception of 
Irish nationalism that Wolfe Tone, Davis and 
Mitchell and others held. 


| THE SLAVE MIND. 

President COSGRAVE said that Deputy 
de Valera had stated that the bill was to 
strengthen the Cumann na nGaedheal Party 
because it would benefit his (President's) 
friends, and also that the same alliance ex- 
isted here as between Tories and the House 
of Lords. He made the deputy a pre- 
sent of these elaborate and illuminat- 
ing arguments.

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that 
the bill did not apply to lands not vested 
in the Land Commission.

should be excluded. 

Mr. KENNEDY (F.F., Westmeath) said 
that his experience was that there was too 
much of the conservative spirit of banking in 
the work of the Agricultural Corporation. 

Mr. O'REILLY (F.F., Westmeath) said 
that he expected that another bill to follow 
this would be necessary to complete it and 
bring- about at least certain amount of 
benefit to the farming c munity. The idea 
of the Credit Corporation was a d one, 
but he feared that the particular system 
adopted had been largely influenced by the 
banking profession in the country. 

The restrictions imposed were too severe, and 
there were too many precautions taken to 
ensure the success of the ration.

CORK INFANTICIDE| 


CHARGE. 


GRANDMOTHER ACCUSED. 
OF THE CRIME.

GIRL ACQUITTED. 


A case of alle infanticide, heard at the 
Central ríse gg "sn Dublin, yesterday, 
took a remarkable turn. The child's body 
was found in a ole at Mintine, near 
Kanturk, County Cork; the skull was frac- 
tured and the internal organs dissected, in 
order, it’ was suggested by counsel for the 
State, to make it difficult, if not impossible, 
to prove that the child had lived. The 
mother, a young domestic servant named 
Hannah Lenihan, was charged with the 
murder, and was found not guilty, having 
sworn that the child was born alive, and 
that it was killed by her grandmother, who 
had the body hidden and gave her £1 “ not 
to tell.” 

The grandmother now will be charged, and 
the mother of the child will be called upon 
to give evidence against her. . 

@ indictment against the girl charged 
her with the murder of her unnamed female 
child on the 18th wing last. She was 
defended by Mr. Art O'Connor (instructed 
by Mr. Campbell); while Mr. W. Carrigan, 
KC, and Mr. Dudley White, K.C. (in- 
structed by the State Solicitor), appeared 
for the prosecution. 

DISSECTED ORGANS. 

Mr. Carrigan, in opening the case, said 

that the murder was carried out in 4 
deliberate and shocking manner, and one 
would have imagined that there could not 
be human ghouls among them capable of 
erpetrating such a crime. 
P Goperiatendent Joseph Devine said that 
when he questioned the girl she at first made 
a denial, but afterwards she made a state- 
ment accusing her grandmother.

Mr. O’Connor then addressed the jury for 
the prisoner, urging that they could not 
possibly convict his client of this crime of 
murder on the evidence. 

Mr. Carrigan did not reply on the part of 
the State. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in charging the jury, 
said that it was a matter of extreme pleasure 
to him in having assigned counsel in this 
most serious case that Mr. O’Connor had 
conducted the defence with such consumate 
ability and without putting forward one un- 
necessary word. He believed confidently that 
Mr. O’Connor had taken his place in the 
ranks of a profession to which he was certain 
to prove an ornament. 

e jury, after a few minutes’ considera- 
tion, returned with a verdict of “Not 
guilty.” 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I quite approve of 
that verdict. | 

The Court adjourned until next Tuesday 
morning at 10.30 o'clock.

plaintiff, Miss Bridget McKeever, her sister; 
and that on 17th ember, 1925, the de- 


fendants negligently, wrongfully and in 
breach of duty as bankers paid the proceeds 
of the moneys thus deposited to Timothy 


C. Crinion, formerly a solicitor practising in 
Navan, on presentation by him of a note of 
authority from Miss McKeever, which was a 
forgery, as alleged. 
e defendants traversed the cause of 
acton, denying that the written authority 
given them was forged, and stating that the 
plaintiff, Bridget McKeever, verbaily 
authorised and instructed them to pay the 
amount of the deposit receipt to Timothy C.

The trial judge, in dismissing the action, 
stated that he was of opinion, in the circum.

” Cup in a common canter. 
This particularly good-looking colt, who is’ 


splendid advertisement for the “Ratoath 
stallion Arch Gift, has not been very long in 
the stable of Captain Bovd-Rochfort, to which 
Captain Harry W hitworth sent him from Mr. 
Ussher’s place. He made a big impression 
when he came into. the paddock, and a still 
greater one in the race; for he was never off 
the bit and won as he pleased by three 
lengths from Four in Hand. 

Now, the latter is thought to be particn- 
larly smart when the going sui‘; him, but he 
could not live against Golden Oracle. It 
would be in no way surprising if before the 
end of the season Golden Oracle prove himself 
to be the best three-year-old sprinter in train- 
ing in this couniry. Tetrill, who was last of 
all. had been only heaten a head by Doch an 
Doris in the Fernhill at Ascot, and had 
won her two previous races; so the form was 
all right. 


ST. PRISCA'S RUNAWAY. 

We had, on the whole, a very interesting 
day's racing. The first event was a seli'ng 
race for two-year-olds, and the Egerton House 
stable took it with Lord Lascelles’s Friar 
Mareus filly, St. Prisca, -who, with an -un- 
known boy, Jex, up. won running away by 
eight lengths from Chicory. The Royal stable 
does not affect selling events, and so no effort 
was made to retain her. Everyone seemed to 
want her afterwards, and the bidding went 
sky-high. Finally, Mr. Murray, a patron of 
Me. Cottrill’s stable, had her knocked Town 
to him for 1,950 guineas, which is, I think, 
the biggest price given for a winning plater 
since Corporal made 2,650 guineas at New: 
market in 1920. That, however, was a pur- 
chase without regard to the intrinsic value of 
the horse. 

The Exeter Stakes was the most important 
two-year-old event of the day. and here Sir 
Richard Garton’s Irish-bred colt by The Boss 
out of Ayn Hali completely reversed with 
Empire Builder the form in the Chesham 
Stakes at Ascot, where each had finished be- 
hind Costaki Pasha, The Ayn Hali colt was 
meeting the other on a few pounds better 
terms, and there was not much between them 
on the book, but Empire Builder had been 
none too lucky at Ascot, and there being a 
doubt, about the other retting the six fur- 
Jongs, Major McCalmont’s colt was the better 
favourite. 


FAILURE OF EMPIRE BUILDER, 

It was a very good race, in which Childs 
pulled back the Ayn Hali colt, and Catch 
Crop made the running. Empire Builder had 
gone to the front a furlong and a half from 
home, and then Childs brought the other and 
beat the favourite cleverly by a length and a 
half, there being no excuse to offer for Em- 
pire Builder. 

The winner is a very good-looking bay colt, 
who was bred by Mrs. Hilliard, and goes 
back to Lallah Rookh and others of Mr. 
James Daly’s family, Horus, a three-paris | 
brother to Flamingo, who cost Sir Laurence 
Phillips 6,100 guineas as a yearling, ran un- 
placed here 

The bookmakers had their first real innings 
of the meeting when Tourist won the Princess 
of Wales’s Stakes for Sir Abe Bailey. The 
colt was not backed for a shilling by his 
owner or anyone else connected with him, 
and they were utterly astonished when this 
moderate maiden, strongly ridden by Dines, 
and favoured by his light weight, got up to 
beat Caporal by half a length, with Lodore 
third. He had never shown any sort of 
form, and last week was beaten in the North 
Der by by the moderate Consul, 

Lord Derby's Sans Changer, who was 
claiming the geldings’ allowance as weil as 
the maiden allowance, was favourite from 
Lodore, and he was just in the lead from 
Potocki a quarter of a mile from home. 
Lodore, whe had been hampered and had 
been switched into various positions, then 
came on the inside.and headed both these. 
As he got his head in front Caporal and 
Tourist appeared on his outside, and they 
gave him none too much room. 


TOURIST’'S SUCCESS. 

Caporal appeared to be having the best of 
it, but, as: usual, when tackled he had no 
great liking for the task in hand, and the 
other beat him. Tourist may be about the 
worst horse that has ever won this “race. 
Ledore, who stavs well, did not have the best 
of luck here. Fred Darling intends to run 
him in the St. Leger and rather fancies his 
chance. 

After an open selling race, which Wykeham 
won easily from Jupiter, the last race of the 
day, the Girton Handicap, was won easily 
by Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen’s penalised filly, 
Syntony, an improving daughter of Planet, 

ho won easily from Lord Lascelles’ filly, 
Star of Galicia, and Helvetic. 

The yearling sales concluded this evening, 


and eyeryone seems well satisfied with the 


results, which in many cases have exceeded. 
expectation. The bidding’ for the ‘National 
Stud yearlings last night was wonderful, and 
the total realised £30,980, an average of 
£1,936 5s. for the sixteen lots—a splendid 
one. Judging by this week's results, bl6od- 
stock breeding still seems to be on the crest 
of the wave of prosperity. 

The racing here to-morrow will be only 
a, interesting.

The yearling sales were continued at Park 
Paddocks, Newmarket, yesterday. morning, 
when 3 lots realised 18,755 guineas. ‘The 
average of 551 cuirieas was decidedly satisfac- 
tory, haisáil in mind that there were few 
youngsters of outstand,g merit on offer. 

A notable exception was the colt named 
Silver Gilt, by Silvern, out of the Cambridge- 
shire and Coronation Cup winner, Verdict 
This handsome racing-like brown was the 
property of Lord Coventry's dang rhter, Lady 
Barbara Smith, and she was run up-to 4,000 
guineas before being secured by Mr: George 
Lambton. 

The first sale of note was that .of the 
chestnut Aw, by’ the Two Thousand Guineas 
winner, Louis, out of Policewoman, from 
the pt ee Stud, at 440 guineas.

‘Sir John Buchanan Jardine invested 1,900 
guineas in the purchase of Nothing Venture's 
half-brother, a chestnut colt. by Golden Boss, 
sent up by Mr. J. F. Franklin. 

The Co, Meath breeder, Captain H. J. 
Cullen, was fortunate in having three own 
brothers to good winners to offer. The bay 
colt by Meleager—Golosh made 720 guineas 
to Captain Kirk, and the bay by Achtoi— 
Loughsallagh 850 guineas to Mr. W. Murray 
The pick of the trio, however, was the hig 
racing chestnut colt by Marten—Soldier's 
Joy. and Mr. J. T. Coltman had to go to 
1,100 guineas: to get him. 

Of the remaining lots, Lord St. Davids’ 
grey colt by Haine—Blue Fairy was taken by 
Mr. Walter Griggs at 700 guineas. The 
chestnut colt by Buchan—Maraquita, in the 
same ownership, failed to reach his reserve, 
and was passed out at 1,200 guineas.
